No. y.— How TO Dbess as £10 A Yeah.

English ami the Irish Governments was 
a lireach of constitutional usage. There 
Avas 110 debate, the motion being nc^ 
tived after the closure had lieeii applied 
at the instance of Sir Keib IIardie, who 
led the House in the absence of Mr.

In the Irish IToiise of Commons, 
yesterday, Mr. Redhoxu nnuonneed that 
onler now reigned in Ulster.

'Three years ago Blue BeB, a novd kind of extravaganza, 
was produced on the stage of the Vaddcnrille; at whi<^ 
theatre (evidently simgesting, to the acute ear of Mr. Seymour 
Hioxs, “Aldwych Ineatre”) it achieved so excepflonal a 
success as to attract, it is probable, the attention of sharp- 
witted Mr. Barrie to the scheming out of Peter Pan, wherem 
with its “ kids ” and big dog, there is, at starting, some affinity 
to Blue Bell, with ito “ kids ” and cat. 'Temniel’b immortal illus¬ 
trations to Alice in Wondetiand may be hold responsible for 
all this latest form of extravagant. Since Miss Blue Bell first 
appeared she baa grown considerably, the numbers on the 
stage have been multiplied, and not a few “ numbers,” musical 
ones, have siroplantod the old ones, or have bean pditdy 
introduced, ^ere is an indescribable “ go ” about the entire 
entertainment. It is peculiarly a children’s piece; received 
with bursts of laughter by tho growing-ups, and with smiles 
by the grown-ups. In this improved and amended version 
Mr. Seyuour Hiokb has not edipsed himself, but he has cut 
himself out of the piece to a certain extent, as he is absent 
from the stage for quite half an hour, during which the 
children’s greatest favourite.

After all, your side luis so 
small a repetio'm of appetids to popular jaission. 'llie Kmpirc is 
about the only one; while the others liavc a score of them - 
free breakfasts, no tiixes for the ]xx)r, abolition of the rich, 
univenud sufTnige for iiuin and beast, and all the rest of it. 
Well, in 1900 you ]>resented your solituty aptsnd, the last 
that is likely to bo made in our generation to the patriotic 
instincts of the nice, with any hope of success. But it meant, 
os I say, the damming of Nature’s course. Nature docs not 
like dams, and she has had her revenge. The thing has 
burst, and the ancient landmarks, even the back-to-the-land- 
innrks, such as Henuy Cuai’LIN, are swept away." 

“ But what aliout our succi^sses in foreign policy ? ’’

Hut out of that sheer 
loftiness of spirit which attributes its own virtues to the race 
at large he has overlooked the probiibility tliat, of the voting 
community which has returmxl a Free Trade Government 
with so overwhelming a majority, the numl)ers that have 
actually had the time or mental ability to give a day’s intelli¬ 
gent consideration to the subject do not exceed some all 
told, 'rids is, T dare siiy, a gross exagjroration, and tho figure 
should Ijc far lower still; but we will stretch a point and 
phieo it as high ns U/b. 

“ For me, not having bi-en able for the last eighteen 
months to devote more than two hours jier i/ii'iw to the 
weighing of arguments for and against Free Tr.ule, I do not 
njganl niys.#lf as a lit ]>(>rson to pronounce a decision on the 
qiK>htion. My incliintiou, at present, is towards that C-tm- 
servative ])rinc‘ipIo which enjoins us to leave well, even fairly 
well, alone. Hut the vast nuijurity of my cuuntryinen, the 
1)5% who have bc'cu at the mercy of statistics compiled to 
taste, or of couiiter-s-siteliwonls, such as ’ YouV niw food will 
cost you moiv,’. or, ‘ Work for the iinciiipluycd,’ have esciiiietl 
that rctiix'iice of jiiilginent which siionld lie dip prerogative 
of tho cautious student, and have .-ppparently given their 
verdict without hesitation, strong in tho courago of other 
people’s opinions. 1 say ‘ apiiarently,’ since we have no 
mrans of determining wliat has been the dominating issue at 
this Election. Tho thought that iny feUow-workcrs, as 
distinct from the unemployed, whom, I am glad to know, 
they far outnumber, might selfishly prefer cheap food to an 


increase of labour, would seem to furnish a sufficient reason 
for the country’s decision in favour of Free '.^de. But 
I am too well assured that the heart •of the workingman 
is located in the right spot to believe that he womd be 
eonatrainod by any motive but that of the purest altruism. 
What actually must have happened to the simplo,voter

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facturer. If he does *iiot belong to one 
of the trades that is “ going ” or “ gone,” 
a manufactuior is frequently a person 
in comfortable circumstances, nut if 
you want to know to what depths liuman 
frailtv might drag a man, making him 
renellaat to tlie higher instinct of 
emtured humanity, you should liave 
heard tlie inflection in Howabd Vihcent’s 
voice when he referred throughout the 
remainder of his speech to tlie anony¬ 
mous Member as “The hon. Manu¬ 
facturer.” 

Apart from sciithing rebuke intended 
W conveyexT, tliis metliod of indicat¬ 
ing a Mem1)er obviously has .advantages. 
There are twenty-nine hon. manu¬ 
facturers in the present House. Also 
there arc eleven pnwision dealers, four 
drapers, one mineral water mannfnr- 
tnrer, one druggist, and an auctioneer. 
Now example has Ixcn set in influential 
quarter, we may expe<-t the inU'rvention 
of any of these gentlemen in delmie to 
bring references to “ the hon. provision 
dealer who sits opptwite,” “the lion, 
drajier who has just sat down,” or “the 
hon. mineral water iiumiifaetunir who 
made so admirable a speech on the 
subject of explosives illustrated by the 
repressive action of wire when deftly 
bound round corks and attached to Uie 
iieeks of bottles.”

C.-13. is a 
trained and able Ailaiter, quick to see 
the weakness in the enemy’s argument, 
ready to answer him in dear phrase, 
here and there illumined witli the 
precious light of humour. 

It was only of late years, doubtless 
depressed by the circumstances attendant 
on. a liberal Opposition before it was 
vivified by Don Jos^.'8 agency, that he 
fell into bad habit. Since new Parliament 
met he has reverted to a better style. |

Mrs..ljATiMKn bints at access to private inipers, but 
frankly admits that she has drawn her materials from con¬ 
tributions to magasim'S and newsisipers by contemporary 
writers, French, Englisli, and American. Tho story is, 
indeed, a serit's of snapshots taken by cbanco passers-by. 
'I'u Mrs. J..\timer belongs the credit of nrnmging them with 
skill and dnmuilic eifect. The volume dealing with facts has 
tho charm of romance. Its interest is increased by a score 
of photograph portraits taken from life. 

Mr. KKiiiJr: Howard, author of 'Ihe Smitha of Suthilon 
(Cit.VfMAN AND Ham.), is, 1 feel sure, an admirer of Tknnvson ; 
BO he will, perjiaps, have hoard tliis story: The {Hict had 
lx>en spending an afternoon with a novel by Miss ^mebody 
or Other, and for two hours ho ba(l not 8:ud a word to his 
family. Suddenly he threw tho book down, jum^ to his 
feet, and cried excitedly: “ Hooray! 1 see daylight at last! 
Harry is going to bo confinned! ’* Now llie Smitha of 
SuMlon is of course n much more interesting book than 
that. 'Jliero is certainly a Harry in it, but ho is grown up 
when we first meet him, and his confirmation days aro over. 


We meet him, though, at a critical moment: when, if you 
will believe mo, it is the nearest thing in tho world wheHier 
ho is or is not to be Baby Smith’s god&ther. Mr, Smith, tro, 
liimself is not without his adventure. lie has a slight pain, 
and the doctor calls. The doctor feels his pulse and looks at 
his tongue. (I assure j qm I held my breath here.) “ A triflo 
coatei],’’ ho sajs. “Now I ^nt you,’’ he goes on; and I 
still held my breath quite tight, “ I want you to unbutton 
your dressing-gown, and the coat of your pyjamas.” 

It is generally unfair to an author to quote extracts from 
bis book; and I feel tliat*! should be better employed 
quoting the stock phrases for any novel of Mr. Howard’s—

“beautiful,” “fragrant.” Mr. Howard’s firtt book. Low 
and a Cottage, deserved all that. But ho has now become 
a man with a mission, the founder of a school, tho apostle of 
simplicity and naturalness .... and he is overdoing it. 

WoRDHWORTU—oiic cunnot get away from the poets —Words¬ 
worth should servo as a warning for Mr. Howard. Words¬ 
worth also was an apostle of simplicity. One day ho sat 
down and wrote ; — 

“ Anl UKrTv's most wpccial charm 

Waa; ' JoiiNNT, JoilNNY, mind that you

But there frequently arise, c-ases of urgcmcy 
where prompt elementary treatment might leacl to the StTving 
of life. _ Romfded in the light of first aid to the woundec^ 
the Medical rJirfioncir//will bo found invaluable. Dr. (kniRiis, 
who edits it, avows clesi^ that it should occupy a position 
somewhere lietwecn that of a technical dictionary of medicine 
and one intended merely for the domestic tre,Ttment of 
oommoner aihneiits.

I teehnieal quality to which my limitless ignorance yields an 
inuleviating assent. I should no mure dream of disputing the 
lacx'uracy of his electric statemeuts than I should question the 
I judgment of rn>fe.ss<)r Oliver Innoe if he told me that iny 
{kilelieii was a hotbed of psycliic manifestatious, or sliould 
I impugn the veracity of Mr. CSroikik Mruxard Shaw if he 
infonned me that his own (Vmtiniied existence afforded the 
best and, in fact, the only proof of llie argument from design. 

Jt BCi'iiis, however, that my l£lec;lric Company I use the 
pnaioun not so much to imply that T possess tlie l.’oinpany, 
as to show that the Company owns and exeraises a right to 
demand my occusioiial che(|ue8 it s(<emH, T say, that niy 
Company is inspired by fairness, and that its dealings with 
me are to l»o Jwsed on the strictest rectitude. It has recently 
furnished nu« with a card of printisl instnuitiuns entitled 
“How to Head the Meter,” and for some time past 1 have 
bcc'ii LilHirioiisly oeciipjtHl in endeavouring to master this 
jnew kuowloilge. “Tlio Meter,” I am told, “is read in the 
I same way as a gas meter, the right-hand dial showing units, 
I the set'ond tens, the third liiindreds, and so on.” This 
, statement is, no doubt, clear and illuminating (as all Electric 
' Liglit statements ciught to Ijc), and 1 am (|uite prepared to 
' admit that tlie language is plain .almoKt to baldness. For me, 
, Imwcver. it is useless, for 1 suffer from an inenrable preliminary 
defect: J do not know how to read a Gas Meter. 

'I’hen follows a phrase which in its intensity is dramatic: 
“ Tlie figure to lie taken is the one that the liaml has last 
passed wliieh will lie the lowest nmiu'rieally of those it is 
iK'twM'u.” I meivly pause here to suggest that “lower” 
would lie mon' oorrix-t grammatii-ally, and then 1 dasli on 
bri'athlcssly to learn that “ there is no difficulty about this 
when tlie hand is clearly between two figures, but when it is 
over or nearly over a figure it is sometimes doubtful whether 
the figure has been passed or not.” How true tlmt is! Life 
is like that, and death, and all the other tilings that happen 
to ordinary men and women in their passage through ttiis 
vale —but it appears to my obscure intelli^nco to have no 
special or dircot application to Electric iJgbt. After this

'I'lial such exiKisurcs 
were based on the most insuflicient eviih'uee and luiglit have 
dangenms coiiseciuenees was c'lnisidered immaterial, provided 
that they increased the jirestigc and circulation of the paper 
that published them- -which, howev(>r iiu.Diupreheiisible it 
may ap{iear to a mcHl)*ni mind, was iindoiibtiMlly their elTcct. 

It is always ditlieult to indui*e any is'ople to c-oiici'ni 
itself sc'riously alxmt fon>igii ])olitieM, and for some time any 
such elTorts pnHluccsl nothing but a languid and temponiry 
sensation. Po|iular attention in K.nglaud just then was 
mainly absorbed by the more engrossing tojiic of “t'up tic>s” 
(a national diversion nr s{Kirt of whieh no jireeisc description 
has come down to us) while on the Contiueut the fci'ling 
was BO fur from iH'llicuso that in both countries tlieiv was a 
growing reaction against the burden of military service. 

Conscfpiently, bel'on* each nation could la* inspired with 
the martial impulse, it was nwvssary to convince its popula¬ 
tion that they were in actual and iiiunineiit {H'ril of attack. 
Kxcelleut work in this din*ction was done by the enteri»risc 
of the Yellow I’rcss in publishing reports of “Secret Uiider- 
staiidings,” “Omiuons S|K'ei'hi's " by (ireat Personages, and 
“Plans of luv.islou," all of which, it is true, wen? coiitni- 
dicted as soon as tin* paper had luiido what was termed a 
“ scoop." 

Put tho citizens in tlms* t'a|iitals Iksviiuo gradually 
imbued with tin? impression that War was iKuind to «.‘ome, 
and that, on the whole, it could not coiih? at a 1 iett<*r time, 
since their Yellow I'lvss assuri'd them that their own par- 
ticuhir «)untry was in stu-h a state of pn'paration ns to In* 
practically ciertuin <it victory. 

Tho average citizen, too, was deeply iiuvnseil by the 
offensive gibes dinvlwl against his own nation by ilic 
journalists of a rival country. Tlu>sc attacks, Ix'ing written 
111 a foreign tongue and generally'appearing in olisi-un* 
periodicals, might havu escaiicd his notice altogether, but: 
for the vigihinco of tho Yellow foreign corres[x)ndents, who 
forwarded faithful translations at once- siiiiidy to illustrate 
“the trend of opinion.” 

Notwithstanding all this, the ne^tiations muddled along 
quite uneventfully, until the YeDow Press was actimlly 
auapocted of being “ unduly alarmist,”—which hurt both its 
feehngs and its circulation. 


And at length someUiing Iiappened. Possibly tliere was 
a slight iiitch in tho diplomatic proceedings—at nil evonU a 
keen-eycsl correspondent observed that u certain stutesman, 
ns he left the council, wore an anxious e.xpreBsiuu and his 
hat at a more acute angle of inclination—which portentous 
intelligence, w'as cabled hoi/e at once. 

Whereupon the Yellow Press drew the obvious inferince, 
in enormous letters (of the size generally reserved fur a 
“iSociety Ncandal”), of “Impossible Demands,” “Hopeless 
Impasse,” and “ Grave Crisis " -and naule another scoop. 

'This was followed up by flaiiiboyant articles on “ Foreign 
Aggression,” “Insular Insolence,” and “The National 
Dignity," with suggestions that any Government which 
showed so little sense of its responsibilities os tamely 
Ui submit to such traitmnnt must be composed of traitors 
who d)?served instant imx>cachmcnt. It was also reported 
(incorrectly, us aftorwanls appeared) that the other nation 
was rapidly mubilisiiig its fonies. 

By tliis time the pniph? in each country had realised tlie 
fact that tlM?y ivere in for a big war. and that, us their Yellow 
i'ress exhorted them, it was their duty, us patriots, to insist 
that their own Governuusit should strike tho first blow. 

Ko the Nan in the StriH't ilcmoiistniteil, and sang national 
anthems, and waveil inexpensive flags, and cheered outside the 
oflice of his liivourite uewspa|)er--without more than the 
very vaguest notion of what la? wanted to go to war alxmt. 

Li fact the excitement reached such a pitch that the three 
Governments, each fraring that they wouhl not be able to 
resist iHipular pressure niiieh longer, si‘ut their Ambassadors 
frccpieut and urgent despatches, which, Imiiig iu cipher, 
were iuterpr(>t(‘d liy the Yellow Press us (‘onhiining “ Ulti¬ 
matum,” “Time I/imit Ki.xod,” or “ Bei’all of Our Amlms- 
sador,” with an intelligent auticix?ation qitib* i-enuirkable in 
tlic cimimstanees. 

Then came a <lay when the ]?u(riotic proprietora and staffs 
of tho Yellow Press of each capital lincl the gratification of 
being summoned to a private audience by their resi>ci‘tive 
Pr«*miers. 

What tixik phus? at these interviews is still lurgtdy a matter 
for historical (xmjocture but there seems reason to Imliex’O 
that our own Prime Minister, at all events, Ix-gan by infonn- 
ing his hoarera that tho Powers reluctantly rixmgnised that, 
unless tho present higldy inflamed sUitc of international 
feeling subsided within the next twenty-four hours, they 
would luivo no alternative but to re.sort to tho arbitrament of 
IhoKwonl. Which (he representativc.s of tlxj Yellow Press, 
aware of the extreme unlikeliness of any such subsidence, and 
the coltmd “ Ixxim ” that a war was i-crtain to effect iu their 
circulations, rec-eiviHl with d(*curous expressions of comioru 
and regret. The IVimi? Minister, after xminting out tluit a 
campaign on so gigantic a scale ami of such pretracted 
duration us was to Im apprelu'iidcd could hanlly fail to 
jiruvc almost as disastrous to the victors us to the vanquished, 
mentioned that the three Powers Imd agrml iqxin a ^ilan 
which would mlucc tho curnago to a minimum, niid might, 
he trust<?d, meet with (he present company's npprovid. 

It hod been decided that, in the lamentable event of wur, 
the belligerent forces should Imj composed entirely of those 
patriotic and high-sx>iritiHl jiressmen in each countiy who felt 
so keenly that tho national honour could be vindicated only 
by blcxxl '-in sliort, of such gi'ntlemon ns ho now luid the 
honour of addressing. Ho added that, although the con- 
: ditions of the conflict were still under discussion, ho thought 
he might promise tliat they slioidd have the advantage of 
being equipped with the new short rifle, and os many of tho 
latest pattern of ouick-firing guns as they might require. 

Then he remarked tliat die oye of IBnglana would be upon 
them, and that he wished Uicm luck—^after which thi^ win¬ 
drow.

I TRAVELS IN SEARCH OF WIT.

The time seemed peculiarly propitious, for 
the sun shone, and every hour or so a new motor-bus was 
lieing projo(!tod into the streets of London to add to the con¬ 
fusion of traffic and intensify the sardonic nature of the old 
drivers. So I tojik a front seat beside a driver with a scornful 
mouth and a twinkling eye, and waited; first, however. c.vro- 
fully fastening the watcriiroof apron to the pe^ on each side 
of me, beciiuse 1 romeml)ered so many anecdotes in which 
repart^ had caused the iicnrcrs to “ nearly fall off the bus ” 
in their mirth sis they “ thought they would have dietl.” 

An opportunity came at once. At the Albert Gate there was 
the usual block, in which a cabman edged his csib so near our 
off horse that, the shaft touched it. It is the kind of thing tbU, 
in the stories of bus drivers’ wit that men tell you, invariably 
leads to retorts that made them “ nearly die of laugliing.” So 
I was full of confident expectation. But in vain. “Why 
don’t ycr bring out your old woman to drive foryer?” wasaU 
he sahl. Tliis did not seem to me to bo funny; but I must 
confess that 1 was alone in that opinion.

The home side, who w-erc more 
at home on their own ground, compiled 
a huge senre, and the position of the 
M.C.C. is hopeless, lly losing this third 
match they will also lose the blublK>r. 

“During an interview with Mr. Warner 
in the evening ho told mo that ho had 
already begun aljook on the iirescnt tour, 
to lx* entitiod :— 

“ Ftvm tlie Ond to the AreJie, CierJe.” 

From a Jlevter's cable, dated Rlian- 
haikwan, the seaward terniiniis of the 
Great Wall of Ohina, .1 uly 7,1909: --

If 1 may trust my instinct in celestial matters, 
T should conjecture tliat it is de rujueur in tiio highest circles 
that a Minister of Grace should have a pretty fair record of 
his own to show liefore he cun qualify lor tlie post of Record¬ 
ing Angel. liord Elgin’s Assistant is, perhaps, not the most 
eligible candidate for-” 

“ Excuse me, Prenderby,” I said, “but p^haps I ought to 
have told you that this is rcaUy an interview for the Press, 
and you are not doing justice to your reputation for detach¬ 
ment. You are saying all the dreadful things which 1 have 
hud in iny head, it is true, but sliould never have dared to 
utter aloud os my own convictions, and certainly not in print. 
If you will allow me I think 1 will go home and take m^ 
temperature. It was 102° when I came hero to get it 
reduced; and 1 estimate that it is now roughly 104°.

In The Making of 
Moilrni ligyU (Skki.hy) Sir Ai-ckiaxo ('oi.vix traces step by 
step pnxeeiiings which culminate in the once rliroiiir.dly 
impecunious Egypt to-day lioasting a substantial surplus. 
Not only has the revenue stradily advauc’eil, but tho burden 
of taxation has been lifU'd from the shoulders of a long- 
crushed race. Between 1890 and 189t) more than a million 
of taxation was rciuittisl on a revenue very little exceeding 
ten millions. The priKv.ss is still going on ; the country 
yields more and the eiti/.eii piys less. Egypt little realised 
wluit rich blessing for her was implied when, the British 
Fleet prepiring to iMunlNird Alexiuidria, tho French battle¬ 
ships I'Ut their miKirings and put out to sea.

The dillieulty u’itli them all 
is that you have to const met a rlesigii 
which shall In> at once siiHieirmtly 
plausible to stand hy itself, anil shall 
at the same time eorresi-Hind, in the 
mutual relationships of its figiiri's, with 
those ot the original persons or abstnic- 
tions which they poiirfray or syinboliso. 
As for the task of interpretation laid 
npun the audience fund this is seldom 
less oiK'nais than the task of invention) 
it is iuer«*aseil tenfold in the iii’osent 
case by the fact that Mr. Baiiiiiu has 
given US a c'limbination of allegorit'al 
wliemes.

'I'lic conundrum was solvctl; and in 
gratitude for this relief a fnildled 
aiiilienee forelxire to rc'llwt how little 
the relations of /lia/ivic and Mnviniriireii 
corrcsiMindod with the known attitude 
of I/ird llosKUKRY towards Home Hide. 

Onec eidighteneil on the point of iden¬ 
tities we seltied ourselves ilowii totweept 
the incredible and incongruous, if only 
we might from time to time lie reasstin'fl 
by some ri*cognisid>lc sign such as an 
orchid, or a phrase nut of antirpiity such 
as “ What I have said, 1 have said.” It 
mattereil not that the pictureof./osc/j/iine, 
attaching hcrsc'lf like a female vamjiiiv 
first to Aiiilrrir, and then to James, and 
finally to Mr. Jiiiller himself, was little 
enough in aeeoni with tho popular 
prejudice which re.ganl8 Mr.C'iiAMiiKiii.MN' 
as a breaker-up of (larties, who has finally 
gone off on an inde|H^ndeiit quest of his 
own. It inatten'd not that the ultimate 
severance of JaseiJihie and James and 
the elo|H'ment of the latter with Fair 
'Pnide offered no sort of correspondence 
with the aiiliciixitions of the must iuingi- 
native of ixilitieal pniidiets. So king .as 
JiiseiJiiiw (de]c«-tably played by Mr. 
Dion BoietCAVi.T) was on the scene, the 
audience remained on gocxl terms with 
itself. Mr. Bakiuk's humour was at its 
best in his satire upon tho relations 
existing lK‘tw(>en the two leaders of tho 
Unionist party, and it must have been a 
very perft*ct joy to Mr. John Morley and 
Mr. Biiireix in their lx)x, with the I’niME 
Minister, as report g(x>a, in the Iwek- 
groiind. Whether these gentlemen took 
an equal delight in the author’s vision of 
the approaching triumph of the T.n1xnir 
Party over the present Ministry it is not 
for me to conjecture. 

For tho rest it is a question whetlier 
Mr. Barbie, following somewhat belatedly 
the lines of electoral paatoniime, would 


not luive dune lictter to go the whole 
length of the Lann and make up his 
characters • to resemble physically their 
originals, ns ho did in tho ease of Mr. 
BKRi/mt Shaw, in his other play. As 
it was, he put too much strain on a 
very amiable bouso in asking it to 
regifnl those three young men, hardly 
distinguishable from one another, as tho 
eniiiitcrfeits of pmaonalities as dissimilar 
as those" of Mr. Bai.iyu r, L-ird Kosebery 
and Sir Henrv. • 

It was the lH>st possible tribute to tho 
fascination which Mr. BAufiiE wields over 
the hearts of the public that his audi¬ 
ence received with scimething moro than 
respi*ctful enthusiasm a play wliich they 
would hardly have tolerated from any 
other hands. 

The evening was a triumph for Mr.

Mt'CH dissatisfaction is expresserl in 
Lalxiur circles with the Government’s 
Discharge of Workmen Bill. It is felt 
that tlieclauso which allows an employer 
to dismiss a workman who assaults him 
or sets the premi^ on lire is absolute^ 
destructive of all industrial freedom.

So that, wlieu'l entensl Olymjua's Manuiiolli Studium 
am afmid, Sir, that the phrase is only tm) likely to gnite upon 
your editorial ear - hut 1 eaiiiiol helji it. 'I'hat is what the 
Manager cidls it, and he iiiiglit have found some ilcscriptiou 
which you woidd have liked even less.

Stadium)—when 1 enten'd it, 1 had s->rious misgivings that I 
should be fouinl out at once. In the rresseiielusurc I should 
be Surrounded by experts and proficients to whom my 
ignonnicc would be instantly apparent. 

lint, on reaching my seat a few yards from the platfonn, 
after pu.ssing a cordon of odieials in red scarves who rather 
reminded me of a lJemon.stration in Hyde Park, I was re¬ 
lieved to find that my journalistie roit/n'ivu did not look 
so very formidable; they were mild spectacled gentlemen 
mostly, of all ages, and it struck me that in most eases their 
knowledge of wrestling must 1h‘ jiurel.t tlu'oretieal.

It was 
in the ” (Jra'co-lloman ” st\li-. which, as you are prohahly 
aware. Sir, differs in many ini|iorl:inl respifls from tin- 
"Catch-ass-alch-can.” If you ask mein irhiil |•especls. 1 am 
not sure* that I should find it easy to tell _\ou hut tliey >/» 
differ. 

1 asked a fellow-(‘I'itic next me, iiuil discov(‘r(‘il that hi; w.is 
equally vague ou the suliject. 

Hut, so far iis I coiihl oliser\e during the (Mcning, tin* 
(Sneeii-Homans iTmaiu ]ierpendi<Mdar for longer |icri(xls, while 
most of the "('atch-iis-csitch-canning” sciuncd to me to lx* 
done lying down on the mat in iin inextricahle tangle, like a 
pair of pink l)oa-con.strictors. 

I luring thcsi* prcliiiiimiry bouts, which formed ;is it were 
the liorx if'u'iinY to the piece r/e eesi.t'uuee, I made stivnuoiis 
efforts to g('t my eye in, and follow the ]>rocecdings at least 
closely enough to discover which wri'stler wtis getting the 
Ix.'st of it.

tive possessors. .At least I fouiul that the '* Ix'liimiM’nd ” 
I hail conneeb’d with victory invariably turned out to belong 
to the van(|uished. In one contest I noticed that one of 
the gentlemen engaged S'-cnusl to havi- inserted his ringers 
inside the other gi'iitleman's mouth, which, however iiitinuitc 
limy might lx* iu'their private relations, 1 should have thought 
was a liberty that would iiatundly lie I’cseuted. 

On consulting the rules I discovered that, altimugh one 
party is forbidden to .scnitch another, or pull his oar, there is 
no expix'ss prohibition against either pulling his nose, or 
piittiitg a hand in his mouth, which are matters left to the 
individual taste and discretion of the cninmtlibjrs.

The Fehimxe Watch. 

In the Chroniclca uf aa ancient kingdom, long since 
decayed and oblitcmlcd from geography, it ia niirmted that 
the then King, a chiettiiin wliu nmdo busincaa ellicicncy liia 
watchwonl, iasued a decree providing for the erection of

Foremost in tbe ranks of the “farc- 
wellei's ” is the wonderful Lithuanian 
violinist TaHOSZIUS PASIMMKSMINlMAlia, 
Avliu is at present touring in the flulumon 
Islands. Tamopzius, who comes of a 
noble Lett family, was bom in 1890, 


and .according to the uscepted musical 
chronology of Tutu’s Diarien, is now just 
eight years old. He has only had one 
master, bi|t that was no less polysyllabic 
a i^lyphonist than the redoubtable 
VAi.KNriN.vvvcziA AuKHZ(!Zi.Aesi9, Under 
whom lie rapidly mastered the must 
tr.iiiseendental technique of his dnstm- 
ment, while his mother is a relafivo of 
the great U.'’ss;irabian liasso Tuskar 
(I noi/ivi'Brn. Tn the course of the last 
few years he lias amassed a handsome 
fortune, and is iinxv thinking of devoting 
himself to politics or poultry farming, 
rc-einorging nt intervals of ten or more 
yi'iirs in the mnsical arena under different 
ixirtions of his surname. 

The iiomeneLiture of artists is a uiatter 
whieli is Ixeginniiig to .attract the atten¬ 
tion of si'rioiis puhlicints, the need of 
iiiiiiied into intervention Ixiiiig emphasised 
by a painful episoxle xvhicli occurred last 
tSaliinlay at tbe ()iioen’s Hall. A rei'ital 
was being given by a taleiitiHl vouug 
Pole of the name of Pktih’nk^vitpii- 
SviTNTi'iirrzKY, and daring the interval a 
beautiful lady, well-known in I/mdon 
Sx'iely, suddenly biii'st into tears because 
she was utterly iiiiubic to pninoiinec tbe 
name of tlie recitalist. She Avas at oncx' 
I'Cinovixl to lie,- motor-car and is now in 
a nursing borne nx'overing fmin a severe 
attack of mi'taphaaia bombinnns, in 
wbicdi the patient not only calls every- 
tliing by its wrong name, but repixitedly 
emits a noise almost indistinguishable 
from the bcxxming of a Burmese gong. 

Several riiiiiieiit niiisicians have Ix'Oti 
interviewed on the subject, and ultboiigb 
their suggestions for coping willi the 
evil differ, they are iiuaiiinioiis in tlie 
ronvictioii that sometbiiig iiiiikI be done. 
Mr. AuiKKNoN Asiiio.n tliinks that, ns a 
]HH‘tic. Nemesis, just as in the old days 
English artists had to a.1opt an Ihiliaii 
or fon'ign pseudonym tn gain a hearing, 
so now all aliens, no matter how aeeniii- 
plished, slioiild Ixe fon'ed to Anglicixe 
a,heir patronymics. The l^ord Chief 
.1 iistice, whose lovely tenor voice vibrates 
in tlie memory of all,who luivc h;ul the 
privilege of hearing him warble in the 
choir of 8. Mary Abbot’s, strongly sup¬ 
ports the appointment of n Royal 
Commission to inquire into the question. 
Professor Pu'nkkt Ghkicmk suggests that 
there should be a Pole-tax on all Poles, 
that alien tenors should all pay an Ut- 
tax, and that a gradualotl income-tax 
shonhl be leviexl on all foreigners 
without exception on the basis of tlie 
niimlier of syllablos in their surnames. 

Sir Hubert Parry, on being consulted, 
replied with his usual bonhomie, ''liCt 
’em all come. The more the' merrier. 
It strengthens the larynx to have to 
pronounce such names os ^Hobsszowbxi, 
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LESt^ffiTiTZKT, Revcik, Pi’SHKiN and 
PoBiEnoxosr/EFF." On the other hand, 
Professor Ciicriok CoiJJKs takes a Rrave 
view of the situation, and is* we uuder- 
sknnd, prraaring an elaborate nioudf;nipIi 
entitled The Plague of Ptiusyllabifs. 
Profei^iior Coujks would deal drastically 
withttho evil by a short statute^ pro¬ 
viding that all foreign artists should 
only l)e licensed to perfomi in public on 
the condition of assuming a short mono¬ 
syllabic alias - Bi|ph .is Jim, Tim, Kim or 
PiM - or of adopting a registereil number. 
If they biYikc the law th(>y sliouhl, in his 
opinion, be electnx-iilcd without trial. 

Eurotmigiiig reports continue to come 
to hand of tlio new instrument recently 
inventeil by IVifcssor IIiiiam O.C'iiinr.wiN, 
who occupies the chair of ICxperiiueutal 
Acoustics in tlic University of Tiiipcru- 
salcm (Mo.). The instrument, which is 
made of porci'lain with a bell rcsenihliiig 
tliat of a French horn and a inoutlipicce 
identical with that of the oIuh'. d'amorc, 
is fitted with a double reed, an iniur 
(Yimbnstioii chamlx'r and seventiM'u 
pcd.als. It thus (Yimliiiics the dclicaiy 
of the liarp with the iiastonil magic of 
the horn and the impetuous pulsation of 
the motor-car. Tts si/.c! is rather a draw¬ 
back, ns not more than thnv can Iw got 
into an ordinary innuibus, but Professor 
CiiiRiiWiN hopes in time to juTfccl a 
smaller or boudoir model. For the 
moment he has not dcfinilcly fixed on a 
name for his invention, hischoiixs waver¬ 
ing lietwecn the pet rohxai, the diidelhorii, 
and the Uhirgoliiic. , 

The visit of the f’howbent Festival 
Choir to London has fully Feuliscsl all 
cxpei’tations aroused by the reports of 
their phenomenal ijualities. In point of 
prcxusioii, seismic sonority, and what is 
gcnenilly known as tyin|iauoplectie 
attack they undoubtedly surpaas any 
similar organisation, not (wen c.xceptiug 
the mc»t famous brass bands of Lanca¬ 
shire and the Midlands. Testtnl by 
Professor Mil jik’.s brontugrapb.onctMiow- 
bent soprano proditpes more disturlxmce 
of the ether waves than five of her 
aniemic metropolitan sisters. 

Riciurd S'l'RAuas, according to latest 
advices, has just completetl a new 
syinphonicpoementitled “Abracadabra,” 
which is dodiMited to his analysts and 
interpreters. Tlie work is divided into 
five recipnxsjting sections, and several 
passages in tho full score are happily 
devised so as to bear a visu.'il resemblance 
to a barlietl-wiro ciitauglcment. J’ro- 
ininenco is given throughout to a group 
of four fogiiorns, which represent the 
composer’s leading interpreters, and in 
the finale there is an extraordinarily 
impressive solo for the double-bass fog¬ 
horn, or ooutro-fogotto.

Not far from tho tail-oiid of tho Diplodocua are several 
imposinf; spocimens of the Turtle and 'lortoise trilx's, whicli 
are, I should say, tlu^ Megatherium's and Mastodon's juniors 
by some hundreds of centuries. T apiaik without authority, 
being no scientist, but if the ofHcials have pun'hnsod them 
as antiques, I am sadly afraid tlicy have iieen taken in. 
The stylo may botiiat of an earlier perical, but 1 am greatly 
mistaken if the execution is not comparatively riHfiit. To 
my eye they look suspiciously fn>sh and modern. 

However, what chiefly struck me about them Avas their 
wonderful hinnauity. These Turtles and Tortois«‘s jiossess 
that “one touch of Nature" tliat “make's the whole world 
kill "to them. I detest employing a huckneyal quotation 
but*they (/o. Kach of them has Ids counterpart in this very 
I/oudon of ours. Kxnminc tlie co(iut(>nance of “ The l.eatliery 
Turtle,” and you cannot fail to find something strangely 
familiar in its features. 

It was clearly a wlf-inadt* Turtle, and the turtle would 
have to lie very leathery indeed that couhl take him in. 
Note, the shrewd twinkle in his slightly upciist eye, the 
huinonais, but still sceo'live, curve of his thin Ii]>s. There 
lies the secret of his siicci'ss. \ Tiwlle to dim- but mil to 
do business- with . . . Well, haseu'l you met that Turtle 

diffcnuitly drcsse<l, of <-our.se in City cindcsV J know 
him quite well. J could even mention his name, which 
is but let mo lanvari' of iH-comiiig indiscreet. I doubt 
if he is a ivgular reader of 7‘auc/i. but he miijhl hav«‘ 
an ac<|uaintanco who glaiiciM tlirough it oci-asiotuilly. And, 
for all“f’ know, a (.'ity Magnate might consider it lilicllous 
were I to identify him as twin brtrther to a ls.*athcry Turtle. 
All the siinu*, it the jury were only given an opjiortunity of 
viewing tho two together, there would bo a venliet for the 
Defendant. Ktill, perhaps it is wiser not to risk it. 

The “Abingdon Island Tortoise,” too, I seem to have met 
somewhere in this metropolis, on the stage of one of the 
Music-halls, or in a Pantomime, I fancy. 'This Tortoise was 
evidently ii popular Ijow Comedian, and is here jiroserved in 
the act of giving his celebr.itetl impersonation of a Hlondiu 
Donke}'. 'The moment chosen is that in which, on lieing 
requested to perfonn some trick by his trainer (a brother 
tortoise), he suddenly “turns nasty.” But his finest elfeiH 
was wlu'ii, after very rt'luefaully kissing his e.\.hibitor, he 
wipeil off all tniees of tlic ejiress witfi his fore flaiqier and an 
air of unafTecteil disgust which was frankly intended to Is* 
offonsiv(*. At the “Submarine Kmpiro” several tortoises 
iikihI to split their shells nightly during this partieulur 
“turn.” But where 1 m* his gibes now? If some Abingdon 
islander of I he brest'iit day could behold liiin in his preserved 
state, would he not wonder how any g)*neration of tortoise's 
could ever have consiileml him fiiimy'/ That is the irony 
of his inunorlality. , 

Then* can Im* little ihuilil about wlial lias Imvii the “ North 
Aldahr.i 'I'ortoise’s ” ])artieu1ar Avalk of life. You may read 
it ill Ids very attitiulc; in tlie somewhat {Hnniious defenmcc 
with whieh he siipjMirts himself on his ciirveil foii'-lhippers; 
in the slightly ineliniMl iiead, and the ohsi'ipiioiis twist of his 
thick ne«*k. I saw' somelMMl.v the other elay behind a counter 
who had just that inunner as he nmnniired : “And the nej*! 
article, Miulain ¥ " ' 

Tliis Tortoise is exhihitiMl hen* asheappran'd when engaged 
in pushing “ a special line " of eelbiloid eomijs, uiid giianmtee- 
ing that they will he found “fur suiMsrior to tho genuine 
articles, whieii have now gfine quite out of vogue.” 1 should 
liko,.tu think he liad no private interest in pushing tliese 
“specialities” but you cun never depend upon this species 
of Tortoise as strictly truthful .... 

Weivill now leave the Ileptiles and proceed to an adjoining 


ipdlery, wliich contains a series of strikingly realistic tableaux 
illustrating scenes from the Home Life of Keprcscnta\ive 
British Birds. Concerning theee exhibits my self-imposed 
duties as a Mond Reflccto^compel mo to address a few words 
of earnest remonstrance to the Museum Authorities. 

It is not my desire to be censorious or hypercritical; I 
willingly admit that the skill witli which thevarionsdmmaris 
peraonce have been stagiAnanaged and piwided with ftppro- 
priate scenery and effects is little short of marvellous. But 
either the official (.-onception of what constitutes feathered 
domesticity is permeated by a siiper-Slmvian C 3 ’nieism and 
flippancy, or else (as dmuuitic critics are fond of informing 
tlie author of an “ up-to-date ” Society Dninuf) they, have 
been singularly uiiforlunatc in the tyjieBthat haA'econio under 
their oliservation. 

1 do not intend to hilNiiir this jMiint I will nicrt'ly give n 
few instances to prove that 1 am not writing at random. 
First, let me take a scene at “ Oak LMlge, the I'csidciibo of 
.Mr. and Mrs. Missel Thrush ;" Mr. and Mrs. Thrush liavc just 
returned after having Ix’i'ii out all day, on business. They 
art* natiindly an.xious to tiinl out how their offspring (who an; 
three in numher) have Ih>(>ii (suidiicting thoinsc'lves during 
tlieir parents' absence. So far, T agree, then* is nothing hero 
that the, strieti'st mondist I'aii object to. . . . 

But «)bscrvc the offspring. It is pcrfiftlj" ]>Iaiu fitMii their 
sovend expn'ssioiis and gciicnd dcmoanoiir that thej- have 
Im*<‘ii guilty of grave niiscondiicl. What, I will not uiidcrluke 
to say but name dcscripliuii of devilry. 

An; they rcfuvsenterl as ovcn'oiue bj- shame and remorse‘7 
An* thej' sobbing t)ut a confession of tbeir pwradilkw to 
use tlie mildest term for tlieiii (si their i>an<tits’ Irosoma':’ 
Not they! The son and heir lias jauntily stepped out on 
a branch to‘greet his parents, and is obviously lying for 
all. and mure than "ho is worth ! And his juniors - what 
of them? They arc sitting light inside the nest, one attempt¬ 
ing to avoid cross-examination by assuming an air of hopeless 
imbecility, while the other, with less confidenrM in his 
histrionic talent, is pretending to be fast asleep! 

Iheir mother, T fancy, still bellcA'cs in her children as a 
trio of half-llcrigcd angels -but in the fatlicr’s eye there is a 
light as of dawning suspicion. 

Now is such a scene as this likely to impress the j’oung 
as an example of filial obeilience, of straightforwanlness, 
and strict tTuthfulness? 1 would respectfully cntmneiid this 
question to tho distinguished Director of a Museum to Avhieh 
such great responsibilities have lM*«*n ontrusIVd by tho nation, 
and leave the answer to his own conscieiic*e. 

Ilien what nliuut another si;eno purporting to represent a 
typical Kingfisher iiiti*rior ? We arc shown the wretched father 
and motlier squabbling furiously in the fur(*grouud over a 
misemhle fish, which may nr may not he as fresh ns one of 
them (T am not sure Avhieh) asserts it. to be. Huddling 
timidly togetlier in ti corner, with their poor little bills thrust 
over eaeh other's shoulders, are the Miss and Master King¬ 
fishers, apparently squeakiiig in feeble ehoriis, “ Oh, if dear 
Daddy anu Mimuny only got on a little better together, how 
much luipplt-r Home might be! ” 

There may be a Kingfisher family ben* and there in which 
such sordid scenes arc not unknown. I am not siilHciently in 
toiieli with ornithological circles to say. But even so, why 
Hi'Ieet the exceptions? Need our children’s simple faith in 
the teachings of Dr. W.uts lie undermined in this insidious 
manner ? 

One last example, and T liave done: the tableau to which 
I must now, most reluctantly, refer, illustrates a painful 
I’risis ill the married life of another couple—Mr. and Mrs. 
“ Jack ” Daw. They are still apparently in an f*arly stage 
of their matrimonii career, and, for Mrs. Daw at all events, 
the glamour has not yet begun to fade. We see her mated 
onra twig immediately outside tlie front door of the desirable 
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tree-trunk wliicli they liave takcu for tlio seusoii, tln'-.iiniJy 
tliinkinc wlint a fortunate binl hIio is lo posw'ss siu-li n 
hnsbnna as dear Jaek, so IhoniUKldy doinestieatod, and so 
absolutely content to s|iend all Ids evenin>;s quietly iiKloors! 

And on the opx)osit(! side of the trunk, where he is secure 
from observation, we see “d(".ir Jack" sneaking out of Ids 
iiiurk-door, witli the evident object of making a nij'ht of it 
at his Clrtb! 

In a Museum in Paris, where the moral standard is of 
course entirely different, this might be accurate enough as a 
picture of life, but in this England'of ours, and in an insti¬ 
tution to which (iliildren of the tenderest years am adniilted 
—no, I cannot think it an etiifying spectacle for tlieir 
inno<»‘nt eyes! 

It is my firm belief that the vast majority of our llritish 
Binia lead blameless and unimpeachably respectable lives, 
and to represent the comparatively few nests in which 
marriage lias proved a failure as typical menaaen amounts to 
a cruel and undeserved libel on the whole mithen*d eoni- 
rounity. ITiey are powerless; they cannot even send a 
deputation to Downing Street. But perhaps some Mciiil)cr 
of Parliament who sees eye to eye with me on this sulyeet 


will bring it before the notice of the] Home Seerelar>', or the 
hirst ('oiniuissiiiuer of Works, or the Minister for Kdiientiou, 
aiiil ask whether the tiovermiK'nt is or is «iot pnqiarcsl to 
taki* any steps in the matter. 

It is with the faint hope that this protest may have the 
result of arousing the national conseieiiee that 1 Itring these 
Morid llelleetions to a close. * F. A.

Mrs. 'Prer Avas a 
vivacious Campaigner, playing IkAIi her 
cajoling and nagging sex-nes admirably. 
Miss llRAiTHWArrE looked her part of 
Kthel well, but di«l not give us litheVa 
waywardness and petulaiiw! and essen¬ 
tial girlishneas in her manner: she was 
bxi much like a incn-ly AA'ell-inlentionetl 
and earnest young Avomaii. Mrs. ('ir)WE 
suggested the ohl Avitcli in hidy Kew 
with iiiueh effeet, and it was not her fault 
that she had to jeer at the Cdonel in a 
manner quite impossible to a gcntle- 
AA-oinan--for Avhicli I fear Thackeray 
would not have forgiA-en Mr. Morton. 
There is little to say if any other man 
but the Cdonel. Mr. Lyn H.arimno had 
the best stage chance, because F. R. is a 
grotesque, and Mr. Norh.an Forbes made 
something of Bamea plus a touch at 
melodrama. As for Mr. Tree, in his 
later scenes, when the Cdonel is patheti¬ 
cally feeble and broken, his playing Avas 
beautiful, finely conceived and delicately 
done. In the earlier scenes he lacked a 
little, only a little, something of dignity 
and simplicity, and Avhen the carps and 
anxieties of a first night are off his mind 
I know no reason why that little should 
nut be added. In fact, he majr try his 
hand at my fax-onrite uncle, but I do not 
wisli Mr. Michael Morion to write the 
phty.

In spile of the inhuman phantasy of its 
plot, Der Muyende HoUander, the work 
of VVAOifER’s early days when he knew no 
b«*lter, contains nicliNly on melody of an 
unforgettable cliarni, of a tenderness 
idinost domestic in its human appeal. 
And you can see what unaiTected plcasnn’ 
he took in them; how ho never tiiwl 
of n-peating them again and again just 
for joy of their sweetness. Yet already 
the menace of his future greatness liangs 
over liini. We trace it in the terrific 
pause (fonishadowing TvitAan's most 
8u[M*rb triumphs in thin kind) during 
which the action of the drama is hung 
up while f^nln and the Ihitdman stare 
point-blank at one another on their first 
meeting. And wlien they had so much 
to say! she, the bride (already promised 
by her father) w'ho was to save the 
wanderer from the infernal nuisanew of' 
these seveb-year trips at sea; and he, 
standing iNuieath his own portrait, the 
hero liimself, the realisation of her love- 
dreams. And there they stick and stare 
interiniiiably, without exchanging the 
smallest eivilil ies. It is true that liis ap¬ 
pearance may have 1 leen a bit of a shock to 
her; for the portrait, ugly as it was, told a 
6attt>ring tale, and the Ihttdman, by an 
excusidde confusion of ideas, had got him¬ 
self up as the Wandering Jeir. 1 could 
quite understand, by the look of him, 
how it was that he always failed to 
secure a really faithful wife during his 
periiMlieal descents uixin terra &ma. 
All this may account for Senta'a reticence, 
but does not explain his. 

Indeed, I found him, all through the 
opera, lucking in initiative and agility, 
lor a man with his reputation as a 
Flier, he stood about too much; and in 
the rare intervals when he set himself 
in motion he started,.stiffly and continued 
with evident reluctance. 

It begun with his landing in the First 
Act Von would have thought tliat after 
a spell of seven compulsory years at sen 
he would have been glad to stretch his 
legs on shore; yet, after throwing off a 
carefully-prepiirw synopsis of the situa¬ 
tion, he deans ‘fixedly against a reck, 
pfying not the smallest attention tb a 
mariner on another ship (barely fifteen 
yards away), who challenges him through 
a speaking-trumpet. However, this may 
bo ^ explained liy some flaw in the 
acoustic properties of the stage; for I

The career of the Flying Dutchman is 
too removed from common experience to 
touch the emotions very deeply, but ^re 
is soinetiiing very heart-breaking in the 
final and quite pros.iic statement that 
fidls from his lips at the. moment of 
embarcation: ■

Here was the skipper who had had the 
Ditchman’s portrait painted, frame and 
all, on his wall, and knew it by heart;

him in a l)ud dream the night before 
last; here was Senla, who had* tliought 
and dreamed of nodnng else for years, 
and now, with open eyes and a very 
perfect acquaintance with his past, was 
prepared to sliare his fate and lie his 
Flying Dutch ; and then he has the face 
to tell her before them all, “ Thou knowest 
me not, nor thinkest who I am! ” and to 
spring his name on them as a surprise! 
No wonder Senta felt hurt and tlurew 
herself off the landing-stage (not a cliff, 
ns the “Argmnent” says) in pure 
chagrin. 

1 gather from the iiiusuul critics that 
Herr van Kooy, eomme tous les Rais, 
can do no wrong. Yet I thought tliat 
he addressed himself too much and too 
directly to the audience (oven as T write 
I seem to Iw looking down his throat), 
and in thelanding-stnge soliloquy he was 
almost pedantic in his effort to enunciate 
Kvery word distinctly and forcefully, as 
if he were conscious of the presence of a

reporter at the h(tbk of thb gallery. Icaivr 
not believe that the ideal Flying Ddch- 
man would ever address the elements 
with BO ronscientious a prectsipn. 

AfHer ‘seeing *‘Mlle.” I^tinn ‘as 
Matlama BuU^fiy I confess to being 
disappointed with “Frl.” Destinn in the 
part of Senla, Certainlyjtf'e was happier 
ns a Frenchwoman singiiig Italian in ji 
Japanese opera, than as a German sing¬ 
ing German in a Norwegian music- 
drama. Her.voieu was always a delight, 
and she sang ihe famoas Ballad with equal 
sweetness and strength;‘ but her acting 
was resthiined ahnost to the point m 
mere negation. Perhaps she was put off 
by her shining blue ^lice, which was 
most unbecoming; or else the spectacle 
of her hero as a kind of Admiral Bogey 
unnerved her. Whatever the cause she 
was not her liest self, and tlie acting of 
Frl. VON MiMyRKBiTHa as Elizabeth was 
still fresh in the memory of the audience. 
One had seen what subtlety of exprer- 
sion could be conveyed by the delicate 
play of eyes and hands in a jiart not 
more emotional than that of Seida. Still 
1 preferred the immobility of Frl. Dfts'nKN 
to the demonstrative excesses of Herr 
Bu«ostai.t.er as Erik. In the Second 
Act, with the simplicity of its domestic 
interior, his melodramatic gestures were 
well outside the canvas. 

Herr KnOpfeb, who playetl Daland, 
was at home with himself as a jolly jolly 
mariner, with his weather eye open tot 
an eligible son-in-law. But he had a 
duller time than on tlie previous ev^ening 
in Tunnhaiiser, when, as the Dnidgrave, 
himself a* figure out of iiantomime with 
a bine velvet skirt aqd a crown on the 
back of his head, he must have got a lot 
of quiet fun out of the quaint guests 
that assisted at his concert. 

Herr Nict.ui’s voice, as the Steersman, 
was perliaps a little thin in the lovely 
“ I ieher Siidicind" air; but he naturally 
didn’t vrant to wake the rest of the crew. 
The iS/nnnenZted went deliciously; and 
the whole company may regard it as a 
high compliment that this opera should 
have been selected for Dr. Richter’s fare¬ 
well appearance on Baturday last.

Out of doors all that tlid sleeper 
requires is s]iaee,solitude, turf,anil a little 
eminence where there is a x’iexv. Tho 
liest place of ail is on an edge of land 
xrhere you have nothing immediately in 
front of you but the air or tho si'a; mu I 
them is no betti'r place for sleeping lait 
than tho grassy sloping verge of some 
great elilT, at the foit of which xvaves 
arc breaking.
